FIVE GO DOWN TO DEATH 

IN DEEP 8EI or MUD 

Ottawa, Ont, Dec. 7-Slowly 
sinking in a sea of mud at least 
five men are known to have 
gone down to deathi swallowed 
up by 5the "Honey i)orts" tliut 
lie around Frederick House Lake 
in the newly discovered gold- 
minin/ reKiun of the Poi cupine 
district of Northern Ontario. 
The story has been brought 
from the new gold fields by W. 
R. MacLeay, mininjr engineer 
and prospector, of Mor.treul who 
has spent the summer in the im- 
mediate district, and who, 
emaciated and gaunt-visage, has 
conio back to civiiation to recov- 
er his lieHlth. 

Mr. .MacLeay says that just 
before he started out-bound on 
his tramp the fall rains had con- 
verted a lar^re V)art of the dis- 
trict into mud and v/ide, deep 
patches of yielding, shaking9r>il. 
When he left camp, a little n i>) e 
than two weeks ap:o, nea ly 
everything edible had been eaten 
and starvation stared the miners 
in the face. Some of the miners 
in desperation faced the peril of 
the long and ^injuring tramp* to 
Biaeo to bring back food, the 
general load being 100 pounds of 
provision per man strapped upon 
his back. 

The most diffucult and deadly 
part of the journey was along 
the shore of Frederick House 
Lake, where there was an old 
Hudson Hay post, 
"it was on his part of the trail, " 
said Mr. MacLeay, "that I saw 
on my way out two men with 
loads on their backs slowly sink 
down in the mud and disappear 
from sight Their cries and 
shriek.^ were frightful to hear. 
There were severail others 
around, but we could do «ething 
for the two unfortunates, who 
were gradually ingulfed before 
our eyes aa we stood near by. 
helpless to afford them any as- 
sistance. 

"One man told me that he 
witnessed t^o stalwart feUows 
sink to their death under simi- 
lar circumstances other than 
those I have described. I have 
already told of a young lad who 
went to his doom in like manner 
lower down the trail. It is quite 
possible th«ra were several 
othen who ntt a like fate."

I worked faithfully under the 
worst of circumstances to ferret 
out this crime. At first I could 
not beleive it was such a murder, 
80 I worked on the kidnaping 
theor>-, tken I fumed to the 
murder theory and swore that 1 
wouM never stop until I had cap- 
tured the former janitor. 

"'As for convicting himlalk>w- 
•ed that to rest with the law and 
its officers. I have no ill-feeling 
against Wendling or the men 
who, because of bias and political 
preji^lice, criticised me unkindly 
and undeservedly. I have no 
apologies to make at any time 
and I feel in my own heart that 
1 acted as a good citizen and a 
good officer shoulil have done. 

"The charge ihat I was inlluenc- 
ed by political motives is untrue, 
and I had in mind only the up- 
holding of the law and the pun- 
ishment of tne murderer of this 
little girl. 

"On the witness .stand 1 was 
•careful to tell nothing thai 1 was 
not sure beyondadoubt. 1 might 
have said a great deal move 
against him, but I staved within 
reason. All the time he was in 
my custody I treated him like a 
brother instead of a prisoner, 
and to tell the truth I came to 
like him. I feel sorry for his 
poor wife, but I feel far greater 
sorrow for the parents of his poor 
litUevietim."

Kdison is |)ulili>h('(i in which the 
distinguished iuvfiiter is i\ ;)re- 
sented as giving his opinion that 
there is "no soul" and that such 
doctrines as personalty and Inr 
mortality arc notliingnKNW thas 
mythical accretions. 

Concerning individuality Mr. 
Edison is (luf-trd as savin 
"we" each of us, aggreKauoas 
of cells as New York is an aff- 
gregation of individuals: and re- 
garding immortality, he is said 
to have declared. "I cannot be- 
lieve in the immortality of the 
I soul." 

Asked for an opinion conc i rn- 
ing this statement Dr. Arthur 
Mather, pastor of Marion Metho- 
dist cluorh, says: 1 would say 
that it is difficult for one to ex- 
press ones self as they otherwise 
nii.u'ht have done hafl .Mr. K 'ison 
produced his proof. As il is 
there is nothing before us but 
mere assertion concernini' the 
thinirs mentioned. This is t < me 
all the more ama^'ng bci iuse 
Mr. Edison, occuping the uni(iae 
position that \\v does as the 
greatest inventoi' of the age, 
would always re<iuire proof of 
the most e.vict nature in the 
east' ot' any hypothesis on w'lich 
lie mij^iit be at wovk. and ii'.m 
which he hoped to obtain positive 
and abiding results. 

Speaking generally, however, 
it seems strange that a man <rf 
.Mr. Edison's caliliir should have 
allowed himself to l)e tlias 
caught in the meshes concern ng 
a subject of which, (assur.iinf 
the ne\vspa)>(>r n norl to be cor- 
rect) he is evidently to a large 
extent unfamiliar. Indeed, as 
one comes to think. Mr. Edison 
jnd^^es himself out of his own 
mouth, for what y i eater, person- 
ality' has arisen in our midst 
during' the last thirty years Mian 
that of Thomas A. Edison? .\nd 
yet, according to the newsiiaper 
report, he denies "individuality.* 
This is. however, liut another 
proof of the great scieatific t act 
that, in some persons, faeultiea 
of certain kinds ai"(» more von- 
derfuUy developed than they ase 
in others. For instances, T re- 
member a skilled mathematician 
who years a.eo amused a nu't lier 
of his assembled friends hy 
meekly asking what Milton's 
'Paradise Lost' I'lnved. The 
poor tellow's tjuestion proved 
two things: first, his own limita- 
tion: and s M^ ond. that a cell was 
wanting in his bi ain. Ho was 
an e.xcellent mathematician, ijut 
no poet. 

To give anothei' i'lnsir.-ni. i. I 
recall the fact ot Sir Humphry 
Davy, the great chemisit of the 
early nineteenth centur\ dis- 
covered of coal !ra=, and ( ther 
important utilities, who was one 
day walking along the spaciooa 
aisles of the |)icture c!ul!ei i cs of 
Louvre in Paris, where some of 
the greatest masterpieces of the 
world of art are to be seen, and 
who amazed his (-(Mnijanion by 
exclaiming, ' What a tine collee- 
tion of goM ftrames." Sir Hum- 
phrey was acute in science, bat 
blind in art' 

Yet another fnstancs comes Is 
mind, that of the matchless art- 
ist, J. M. W. Turner. Who that 
has ever seen his unrivalled 
'landscapes' with their exquisile 
richness of color and blending, 
but does not confess to a feeling 
of sadness that the great artist 
should ever have tried te make 
verses?

The Constitution of Kentucky 
provides that a law liecomes 
automatically effective ninety 
days after the adjournment of 
the Legislature imlcss there is 
an emergency clause necessita' 
tates the passage of the bill and 
the attachment of the clause by 
a constitutional majority.

The Legislature adjuoruned 
march 15, 1910, and the law be- 
came effective June 1(5 1910. 

A provision of the act reads: 
"This act shall not apply to 
crimes committed before this 
act takes effect; the punishment 
of such crimes shall be such as 
was prescribed by the law in ef • 
feet when the olme was oom- 
mitted."

So mani- 
fested was the interest of the 
audience that the publication of 
the lecture was requested, and 
it is now appearing simuetane- 
ously in two of the leading 
church papers, vis:-tha 'Central 
Methodist Advocate, ' of Lexing- 
ton. Ky., and the "Christian Ad- 
vocate," of St. Louis. Mo.,— the 
latter enjoying tne largest cir- 
culation of any religious organ 
west of the Mississippi river.

Politicians 
have made desjjerate efforts to 
capture it, but thus far without 
slightest encouragement. 

lietter farms, better living, 
better homes, better education 
for the children- this is what 
the farmers are driving at. 

First of al'. and with the aid 
Di-. S. A. Knapp. chief of ex- 
periment stations in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, they aimed 
to abolish the evil of the single 
crop and to teach every farmer 
to be independent on his own 
land. 

"Live at home and eat at the 
same place. ' ' is one their slogans. 
The North Carolina union went 
so far at its last meeting as to 
adopt a rule to this effect: ' Raise 
your food supplies or be expelled 
from the union. " 

This is pretty drastic, but the 
farmers are determined to get 
rid of the policy that has kept 
them poor - the jiolicy of selling 
all thev produced at heavy cost 
of transportation and conunis- 
sions. and buying all they con- 
sumed at similar cost. 

The essence of the movement 
isoo^>perative~co-operative with 
the agricultural department in 
learning new methods of scienti- 
fic and intensive cultivation: co- 
operative with each other in sell- 
ing products and purchasing sup- 
plies; co-operation of county un- 
kms in state organizations, and 
of state organizations In a great 
general body. 

The success achieved up to this 
time is remarkable. 

Alabama has reduced the cost, 
while raising the standard, of 
living for her farmers by pur- 
chasing fertilizers, flour, dry 
goods and implements direct 
from the manufacturers. She 
has more than 100 warehousei 
that cost in the aggvagata over 
$400,000. 

Arkansas has 98 eotton ware- 
houses, about the same number 
of gins and cottonseed houses. 



managed by her farmers. She 
also has lar{ro timber interests 
anil a>numi)er of banks owned in 
the same way 

California has a Farmers' Un- 
ion with a capital of .^^.'.O.OOO, 
held exclusively by its members, 
whicli acts as hiix iiiu' and selling 
head f'>r 1 I loc.ii associations in 
Santa (^lara and San Joaquin 
valleys. The loc;d associations 
own warehouses and fiuit pack- 
ing plants. Til" movement in 
this state is tiot yet two years 
old. but is spreading rapidly. 

Colorado has twelve associa- 
tions with a total authorized cap- 
ital of $L488.000. They operate 
three coal mines, two creameries 
a pickle factory and a broom 
i factory. The farmers have re- 
c ntly opeiiefl tlieir first co-oper- 
aU\c bank at Kitic, with deposits 
of $110. 000. 

fleorj^ia has taught her farm- 
ers to l)uy their flour in train- 
loads, and to save hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in purchas 
ing fertilizers at wholesale. H«r 
farmers own six hundred acres 
of phosphate land, an imple- 
ment factory and 134 warehouses 
It is cheering- to note that all the 
Georgia enterprises are out of 
debt and in possession of a com- 
fortable suri)lus.

Telephone Instead Of The 

Telegraph On The Illinois Central 

Telephone circuits have re- 
placed the old familiar telegraph 

for the work of dispatching 
trains on ninety-nine miles of 
the Illinois Central, between

miles of this road the telephone 
is now being used. 

This is but one of the many im- 
l)ortanl railroads of the country 
that have lately adopted new 
standards of handling train or- 
ders.

therefore fixed things so he can

j man will only use his brains and 
I muscles these millions of acres 
' can not be very easily cultivated

and therefore most men have 
gone on west and left only a few 
in these mountain counties Init 
in as much as they have stayed, 
God has fixed it so they can live 
awfully easy. I actually never 
saw any place where man could 
live so cheaply. There is no 
high society, no ten dollar hats 
tn l)uy, no silk dress, s. ro taylor 
made suits— just plain every-day 
folks with frood plain clothes and 
coninion sense and lover of inde- 
pendence. Farming is mainly for 
their own living no one scarcely 
has any corn, hay or hogs to sell 
I, or do they buy. each one raises 
their living. The men, women 
and children work in the fields. 
Most of tho.se in the rural dis- 
tricts wear no shoes in the sum- 
mer and the money spent for 
clothing is astonishing small 
amount compared to west Ken- 
tucky and still a greater differ- 
ence compared to west Texas. 
I .«aw an old man at Hico, Texas, 
with a John H. Stetson hat on. 
that cost $8.00 wholesale, I have 
also seen whole families here 
with less than $8.00 worth of 
clothing on. Wages one dollar 
and board, in timber work. Lots 
of timber and coal— plenty o( 
work— business is fine.
